A NEW LOOK 
AT RUSSIA

AM sending you some news on Russia as 

seen through the c¢yes of someone who 
visited the country in 1954 and is there again 
after the recent changes. 


This tine there has been much more oppor- 
tunity to talk to Russian citizens, and in some 
cusges these talks have been Jong and extensive. 
in them we have discussed all the critical 
questions of interest to the ordinary Rnglish- 
nan, 


The most remarkable sight has becn the 
crowds of Russian citizens that have gathered 
round our Russian speaking members of the 
tour, They have asked all hinds of questions 
apparenily without fear. 


These crowds often numbered between at 
hundred and (wo hundred people and there 
were several groups around us ata time, Tt ts 
significant that there has been no attempt ta 
mave them on, 


Secondly, photography is much casicr now. 
Whereay in 1954 1 was directed away from a 
harbour on the Black Sea coast, this time | 
would have had no difficully in photographing 
one should 1} have wished to do sa, 


LABOUR CAMPS 


In 1954 it was very dillicult to get the 
private addresses of peaple whom we met, Phis 
lime we have made a large collection, so that 
we can correspond after the our. 


A group of us visited the British Entbassy 
in Moscow and we were told that the recent 
changes, the abolition of labour camps, the 
reduction in the size of the Soviet army and 
so on were real, 


My experience with regard to this tends to 
confirm the point about labour camps. - met 
a man who had a remission of fourteen years 
trom a sentence for treason. Actually he had 
fought against the Russiang for the Germans 
during the war... 


From a conversation with a teacher of 
English, the head of her department, | learnt 
that with the fall of Stalin, people feel much 
freer to criticise the Governnient, and in fact 
the tension that peaple used to feel has largely 
disappeared, 


CONSCIENTIOUS OBJECTORS

church in Moscow, one of them, an engineer, 
assured me that they have no fear far them- 
selves or their beliels now although it was not 
always $0, One of the members of that par- 
ticular church had been released fram 
prison...

TPHIE purpose of this Congress wis to discuss human relations and mternational 


obligations as factors in the pursuit of world peace 


A striking feature of 


these papers is the high degree of unity which they show. 


Hespite the numerous and varied religions, 
cultures, social, economic and political systems 
there is a cotamon belieh that man is) one, 
that im all his varied ways he is subject to the 
sume inoral and spiritual kes, and that be 
must let those laws povern his material Jife 
if civilisation is to survive and world peace 
become a reality. 

According to these papers, nations should 
aim at bringing these ° universal ~ elements to 
the forefront in order to achteve human 
wholeness and every nation should make its 
industrial and economic policies weconl with 
this basic requirement, 

Hr, Indra Sen beticves thai politics and 
ethics will cone closer logether as the quality 
of fife improves, but Professor D, M) Datta 
warns (hat “there: is a close relationship be 
{ween social progress and moral virtue, and 
between social decay and ioral vice,” and goes 
on to specily the dangers which fig in the way 
of moral progress and the achieving of i peace- 
ful workd 

* x 

Professor Sorokin, the famous sociologist of 
Harvard University. holds that the hope of 
peace fies i making the transinon from tribal 
egoisnt to univers alfruisin, 

Ile emphasises the “necessity of trinscen- 
dence of all (ibal sofidarities by the wiiversal 
solidarity of mankind’ and declares that 
“however difficult iis attainment, uo must be 
achieved for a simple reason of survival of 
creative niankiod itself.” 

Wilfred Welfock deals with this same general 
theme but from a rather different angle. Like 
Professar Sorokin he secs the source of modern 
wars i an agpressive materialism and way of 
life, dug in-a large measure lo the Industrial 
Revolition which has also fragmented the 
human mind over wide areas and so made 
spiritual recovery more dillicult. 

He “rejecty the view that war is an aber- 
vation in an otherwise peaceful world, The 
present slate of affairs proves conclusively that 
war and peace are inherent in our cultures and 
in our ceonomic systems, and thus is the ends 
which persons and nations pursue.” 

He believes that “in most cases the social 
order is the product of uncriticised values and 
unds, and very often af econeimic demands 
which have laken raat during ja period of revo- 
hitionary change in) which action has wholly 
outpaced thinking,” a 

Hix hope Wea in what he calls the transition 
from a quantilative to a qualitative civilisa- 
tion, aud he outlines the changes this would 
require, including a new culture which would 
prepare the way for creative living in) work 
and play. 


Communist China 
LEONARD TOMKINSON reviews 


China Under Conuninism, by Richard 1. 

Walker. George Allen & Unwin, 30s, 

SSUMING the object of this boak to 

be to auprly the China Lobby with 
ammunition for its cold war it must be 
regarded as a very able piece of work, but 
it must nat be mistaken for anything but 
a polemical dissertation, 

The objective, impartial study for which 
taany dre hoping is still to seck, though 
Panikkars much less pretentious litthe book 
advertised on the dust cover is at Jeast an 
hanest attempt in that directiow. 

Vo de the author justice he admits ta his 
Introduction that he has detiberatcly selected 
those asxpecty of ihe present regime in China 
of which he can disapprove most heartily, and 
that much of his information comes from 
emigrés and the US Consulate in Hong Kong. 

Not thai facts are lacking. There are cer- 
tuinly large numbers of facts embedded jn 
masses of o(her material. 

‘there are considerable sections in’ which 
records of fact and prejudiced opinion almost 
tere in successive auntences=with pure 
speculation thrown in naw and again. 

The book, therefore, needs to be read (if 
at all) with critical faculties on the alert ail 
tie time. To keep a finger in the list of sources 
at the end ia some help. 

Undoubredly there is a dark side to the 
picture of China today, insufficiently repre- 
semled in some of the books reviewed in these 
columna in the past. Vhere is ruthless and 
ganguinary suppression of all opposition to the 
Government, 

Thu, however, has been true of all the 
governments [ have known in China from the 
Jast yearn of the Manchus to the collapse of 
Chiang Kai-shek, 

A differences in extent could, nevertheless, 
be significant, and if the figures in this book 
are avcurate there would be such a difference, 
but the sources quoted here and the general 
fone of the bank leave the reviewer still 
daubtfal. 

In any case for those who wish to be 
informed of the ideas und attitudes of those 
in Atmerica who are opposing China’s adnns- 
sion to the United Nations and denmrid the 
continuance of American “ protection” for 
Formioyva this book should be invaluable. 

The raviewer spent some time in India aa 
an officer iq the British Army. 


fessor Charles A. Moore, of the University 
of Pasig, on Moral Relativism 

Ite declares that cultures baye ao relative 
value according to how near they come to the 
truth concerning man and his life, fo discover 
which is the supreme cnd of thinking, and to 
expound which should be the chief purpose 
of education. 

fle believes that such a ‘Truth exists. is dis- 
coverable and is (cachable. Ht must, he says, 
“not be the truth for me or my environment 
alone, but for man as man, man as a human 
being, and not metely for one as an American, 
or an Indian or a European.” 

Vhe final question therefore arises: will 
mankind face this issue, discover, teach and 
apply this fruth which alone can bring peace 
on earth and insure human survival ? 

lo that question there is no answer other 
than the one which you and [and all other 
human beings can give. this book, the trust 
of a group of Eastern and Western thinkers, 
takes us to the very roots of pacitisin. 


Quaker saints 
BERYL DAVIES reviews 


The Quiet in the Land, Some Quaker Saints 
Challenge us Today, by D. W, Lambert, 
fondon, Epworth Press, 7s. 6d. 

BYARLY bricnds are spoken of as * the Quiet 
4 in the Land” because in the midst of 
turmoil and) persecution they manifested a 
spirit of serenity and calm. This book con- 
fains the “ potted spiritual biographies” of 
over twenty Quakers ranging from George Pox 
to a twentieth ceatury saint. Vhe biographical 
details are confined ta those essential for an 
understanding of their spiritual development, 
and extracts arc given from their letters and 
miurdistry, 

Modern Friends nay, perhaps, shrink from 
the evangelical fervour of their forerunners 
and be embarrassed by the language in which 
they sought to give expression ta their 
religious experience ; they cannot fail to be 
challenged by the — single-mindedness and 
courage af these men and women. 

“Friends have been and still are noted for 
their sacial conscience,” says the author, but 
there is a tendency for present day Quakers to 
live of this spiritual capital. Thomas {ov’s 
words might be inscribed over every elders’ 
bench, “ There is « faith which overcomes the 
world and there is a faith that is overcome 
by the world,”

\ ‘TYHOUL wishing to express opinions 
about the current international crisis or 
the attitude pacifists should adopt to i, may 
fas an Indian reader, who is passibly not alto- 
gether out of touch with the sub-consious 
motivations of his people, comment on Roy 
Sherwood’s suggestion that not using the canal 
and thus depriving (lawtully of course) the 
Egyptian Government of valuable revenue can 
persuade if to come to sce reason and thereby 
negotiate an acceptable-—to the major users of 
the canal—solution of the problem, This pos- 
sibly may be fiue though | doubt it in this 
particular case; but the implications — ot 
this approach would be very misleading in ils 
general implications.

PACIFIST CHURCH 
50 YEARS OLD 


T is 50 years since the foundation of the 
Worley lnstitational Church, at Oldbury, 

near Birmingham. ‘The foundation stone was 
laid by George Lansbury and other pacifists. 

Members of the church expressed strong 
visws on social, religious and poluical problems, 
were keenly interested in poverty, wnemploy- 
tment, war and peace, und took a pledge of 
membership which included pacifism, 

(In World War £ church members suffered 
iniprisonment; 20 young men were registered 
as COs in World War I. 

The fate Mr. Norman Robbins, President 
until 1954, Ald B. PL Robbins, Chairman of 
the Birmingham section of the Central Board 
of Conscientious Objectors, Wilfred Wellock, 
‘fom and Ruby Starkie, and Arthur Field, the 
praene President, are among well-known paci- 
isty Who have heen active members of the 
church, 
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nationalised, they will do so in defiance of very 
large sections of opinion not only in this 
country but all ovec the world, and will tn 
doudtedly lead to widespread stolence  en- 
dangering the peace of the world.

AGGRESSION? 


At the same ting, as has been authoritatively 
argued, the nationalisation of the Egyptian 
registered Suez Canul Company, coupled with 
the undertaking to compensate the shareholders 
and toaintiia freedom of navigation, is quite 
consistent with imfernatronal law. 

Moreover, wouldnt it be more proper that 
the dispute be settled within the UN than by 
anoact ofageression ? 

Britain and France have steered clear of the 
UN, realising that they fave no legal case, 
and no vight at all, and could not even hope to 
get its (IN) moral sapport, 

And a resort to force against Egypt would, 
therefore, Mean a Violation of Article [, parts 
Yand 4, of the UN Charter, which declares 
thar ° All mernbers shall settle their inter- 
national disputes by peaceful means and shall 


refrain in’ their jaternmational relations from 
threats or use of force.” 
WooWritain wants to liquidate her own 


ierests in the Middle Mast very quickly, there 
is no quicker way than a war against Egypt 
which will automatically involve all Arab 
nations. 


NEGOTIATIONS 


Is there a peaceful way out? Yes, there is. 
Once Britain and Prance stop parading their 
nilitary power in the Mediterranean. ‘The 
only way out is to negotiate with Egypt 
directly in a peaceful atmosphere. 

It Britain and France would accept Egypt's 
rights to nationalise the Canal Company, and 
to manage the canal administration, then every 
other problem, including the freedom of 
navigation and the compensation of the share- 
holders, could be easily settled. 

President Nasser has restated in his Press 
conference Egypts determination to keep the

In outlining the future activities of the 
Commonwealth, the Secretary General, Mr. 
Richard Blackmore, stressed that the accent 
would be on service. The Coramonwealth will 
have no possessions or Jand except the mini- 
mun) essential for ils functioning, dts eitizens 
will continue to dive and work in their own 
national communities, but will strive ta be of 
service not only to those communitics but to 
al mankind, which is the higher allegiance. 

For this reason no citizen is allowed to 
fake pact in war or in any preparations for 
wir, 

A special resolution on the last day called 
for an even clearer statement of this pacifist 
principle and was fully approved by the 
Assembly. 

At present the Commonwealth is restricted 
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by lack of funds (its cilizens are expected to 
contribute a quarter of a week's salary a year 
fo the Treasury, though no compulsion is 
used) but it hopes to be of service in granting 
rights to tefugees and other stateless persons, 
whilst it is hoped that some thousands will 
he recruited io the World Citizens Corps 
which will give practical assistance to back- 
Ward countrigs, 

Several refugees spoke at the meeting and 
the Executive was asked to appoint a special 
committee to consider the problem. 


TO BE OF SERVICE 


fhe Citizens of the Commonwealth are 
making a very sincere allempt to be of service, 
and fully believe that they will provide an 
example ot good-will and international co- 
Operation that will pave the way for iiter- 
national co-operation amongst the governments 
of the world. UM hopes that its impartial posi- 
fion will be recognised eventually by the other 
governments and that they will seck the assis. 
lance of the commonwealth as investigators 
and mediators in international disputes, and 


possibly as imipartial chairman for inter- 
national assemblies. 
The Commonwealth approves of disarma- 


ment through mutual agreement; it does not 
call for unilateral disarmament as if does nat 
consider that it should tell other states what 
lo do, though its basic attitude to the problem 
is revealed in its pledge never to use force or 
coercive action.
